ginations, Senſes, Criticiſms, &c. of any or many 

Private Spirits ; Good God ! what Frenzy might - 
have ſei d upon me, here, if I bad not been taught 
this happy DoGtrine alſo, and what deftruStion 
hereafter ? Nay had I been ſo happy, to have been + 
born in my Great Great Grandfathers days , fhe.-- 
had taught me_all the reſt.

wanting for them; Nor my Prayers, to the One 
God and Father of us all, That every Teacher in 
her Communion may,at kaſt in whatfoever concern 
of this nature,follow her Dire&ions as T have done. 

I am ſure "tis ber Command and Injunfion in her 
Canons in a Synod held in 0. Eliz. days, 15 71. 

Inprimis videbunt ne quid __ doceant, (c. 
In the firſt place, let all Preachers ſee, that th 
teach nothing in their Sermons (and T am ſure 
ſbe means the ſame in their printed Trafts ) which 
they would have the People imbrace and be- 
lieve, but what is agreeable to the DoQrine of 
the Old and N.T. and what the Catholic Fathers 
and Ancient Biſhops have gathered out of that 
Dodrine. Bleſſed ever Bleſſed be their Labours 
that faithfully thus labour in Gods Vineyard. 

But, Reader, I foreſee thou mayſt make ſome 
ſeruple of admitting, what I ſhall tell thee out of 

Galatinus, He was always accounted a very learned 
man. If what is brought out of him into this Tra$, 
make thee admire,That the Hebrew Writers long be- 

fore Chrifts time ( ſo Galatinus ſays of them) ſhould 
have ſuch notions, and how they came by them, Ile 
aſſure thee, ſo it does me. But the wind bloweth 
where it liſteth, and' thou heareſt the ſound 
thereof, but canſt not tell whence it cometh. 

And my wonder 3s greater yet, That they ſhould ſo

expreſly ſpeak "of things believed and prafliſed in 
the aa oa World, many years after their Aſhes 
were rakt up in Duſt : But ſo is every one that 
is born of the Spirit. Tet, miſtake me not, I do not 
ſay they were, nor did I intend their ſayings for ſo- 
lid uncontroulable Arguments. Some weight there 
may be in them, but what 3s a grain or two in an 
immenſe Maſs of Gold ? If the reſt make thee rich 
enongh, beſtow theſe as thou ſeeſt good. 

Call them, if thox pleaſeſt (whatſoever Galati- 
nus ſays, either of them or their time) Rabbinical 
Dreams, Fictions impoſed upon the Ancient Rab- 
bins,by ſome colloguing Fews after their Converſion 
to the Catholic Faith, &c. But withal conſider, is it 
not ſtrange, they ſhould dream of Tranſubſtantia« 
tion (which thox haſt been told, the World knew 
nothing of, till the Council of Lateran) and Wafers 
and Elevation of the Hoſt, ec. Which thou haſt 
alſo. been taught are late Innovations, utterly un- 
known to Primitive Chriſtianity ? 

And as to the impoſing them npon deſign, Let the 
defign be what can be imagined, how could the im- 
poſing theſe Dreams ſute with it, if the things they 
dreamt of bad no foundation in rerum natura, to 
ground upon ? a wery Hirco-cervus has, for there 
# both, though not both in one. Suppoſe the Para- 
ble of Dives and Lazarus deſign'd to gain credit 


with 
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with an Atheiſt, who will not admit of Heawen oy 
Hell ; How would it ſerwe the Purpoſe, unleſs it 
be the Faith of the Defigner, that there is-both, or 
that ſuch Faith is in the World ? 

As for the Liturgies of St. Peter, St. James,@hc. 
it was not my buſineſs to aſſert the Authors of them, 
it being enough for my purpoſe, if they be allow'd. of 
that Antiquity, that may givethem ſome competent 
intereſt in Tradition, and add (if but one Mite) to 
that vaſt Treaſury, which (if not ) is rich enough 
without them. Nor will the Teſtimonies: of Euſebius 
Emiſſenus, they being-now by Learned Critic's be- 
lied to be Eucherius's, or ſome other Gallican Bi- 
ſhop's coawal with him, null their Intereſt in that 
Univerſal Tradition, upon which I think the: proof 
of the matter in hand ſo much depends. Or 'whe- 
ther the Sermon De Caena Domini, printed among 
the Works of St. Cyprian, be his or no; I believe 
"tis not, 'bnt it is enongh for my Purpoſe, that it 
z very Ancient. 

I have nothing more to detain thee with from 
peruſing my ſearch, and would fain bid thee Fare- 
wel, till we meet in that Moſt Happy Place of 
Unanimity and Peace , which God has provided 
for them, who in the True Catholic meaning of our 
Saviours words, 'Serve 'his Father in Spirit and 
Truth;

thinketh he ſtandeth , take heed leſt he fall : me- 
thought was to me, as kind an Tem, to examine 
the ground I ſtood upon in matters of Faith and Church- 
Communion, as Tolle & lege was to St. Augnſtine, to re- 
claim him from his former vitious courſes. But errours 
in Faith being not ſo caſily diſcern'd and diſcover'd, as 
the works of the Fleſh, which St. Paul ſays are maniteſt, 
and plainly appear, even to thoſe who have little other 
Theology, than that of their Senſes: I was obligd to a 
long and difficnlc inquiry, eſpecially Education and confi- 
dence in the Teachers , I had been inured to, and in- 
ſtructed by, having almoſt harden'd me againſt the lifſen- 
ing to any thing , contrary to thole Preceprts and Dn- 
Erines, they had rooted in ms :

Our Learned Fobn Gregory tells us, that he being once 
ask'd by an able -and underſtanding -man , whether the 
Aloran, as At is of it felf, had fo much in it, as to work 
any thing upon a rational Belief 2 He ſaid, Yes; Thus 
much only he required, that the Believer ſhould be broug]; 
up firſt under the Engagement of that Book ; that which 
is every where called Religion, having more of intereſt, 
and the ſtrong impreflions of Education, than perhaps 
we conſider of, And who is there, that ever came over 
to the Faith of Chriſt (unleſs miraculouſly wrought upon) 
who has not.had thele two ſtreng Enemies to -conteſt 
withal and ſubdue ? 

So that my buſineſs now was, to look out for ſtrength 
enough to undergo and prove ſuccesful, /in this great con- 
flict. And when I conſidered Solomon's advice , buy the 
truth and ſell it not : 1 was eaſily perſwaded to look upon 
Intereſt, as a thing worth nothing : ſo that T had nothi 
but Education to vanquiſh , if I ſhould find that alſo to 
have been of the Enemy Party. | 

And here, as T had abſtracted my {Hf from my ſelf 
and Religion too :. As a Man of no Religion, but contem- 
plating all : I muſt lay all before me, and look ſtudiouſly 
upon them. In this ſerious contemplation, I. readily dil- 
coverd (for I did not leave my elf utterly void of Princi- 
ples) that the truth lay depolited with, either the Church 
of England, or thole in Communion with the Church of 
Rome : all other pretenders elſe upon the very firſt look, 
appearing evidently confuſion, and by conſequence God 
no more the Author of one than the other, or of all; a 
perfet Chaos, yet ſuch (I hope), as our moſt merciful 
God will, in his good time, bring into moſt beautiful 
Order. ' 

Upon a reſerved Principle, *viz. That Chriſt has a 
Church upon Earth ; in my inquiry amongſt my Birc- 
thren of the Church of Eng/and, I gave molt attention to 
thole Teachers or Writers, that had molt reverence -

Church-Authority (though I found they meant only 
their own) and. held the Scriptures in high eſteem 
(though, under that notion, they underſtood no more 
than what themſelves were to allow to be Cano- 
nical) admitting alſo ſome Traditions, but taking and 
refuſing, as they ſaw good : Yet ſtill methought all 
this at laſt reſolv'd it. ſelf into the Judgment of a 
private Spirit, and muſt be (for I could find no other) 
the "og » Or rather only ſupport of my Proteftant 
Fai 

For I could not perſwade my ſelf, that this Propoſi- 
tion, viz. The Scripture alone, + An (I may ſay expoſed) 
could be the Judge of Controverſies, and reſolve my 
doubts ; when the private Spirit was made the Judge of 
Scripture 3 which muſt be, if it be made Judge of the 
ſenſe of it : Eſpecially, if what Dr. Whitaker ſays of gbe 
_ Spirit be well confider'd (and a very eminent 


, not many years ago, told me the ſame.) That Cont. r. q. 5. 
itis an inward perſwaſion of the Truth from the Holy © 3- & 11. 


Ghoſt, in the ſecret Cloſet of the Believers heart. For 
this is plainly the reje&ting all definitions of the Church 
and Apoſtolical Traditions ; even thoſe, I found many 
of our mofe learned Proteſtant Writers allow'd of ; and 
ſetting up our ſelves fole Lords of the Scripture, and 
Judges even of our Judges. - 

I have lived to ſee too much miſchief, in our own, 
s yet, unhappy Nation , upon. this Principle , to be 
much in love with it: Wars and fighting amongſt us, 
Murders of multitudes of Men , and of the beſt of 
Princes 3. a whole Acel/dama of blood , and the ſame 
Field Husbanding over again, by the ſame Enemy, for 
the ſpeedy bringing forth the ſame Fruits. So that, I 

eſtion not but every moderate obedient ___ will 

, I level at a right mark, it my Eye fix it ſelf upon 
fome Judge or Judges, ſo united in one, that their de- 
termination ſhall ſuperſede all perverſe Contradition, 
and be at leaſt an irrefragable tye upon the whole Body 
of Chriſtianity ; that A vs and due Ones A

Pal. 85. 10, 
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God and his Vicegerent may go hand in hand: or, as 
the Pſalmiſt layes, Mercy and truth may meet together, 
rig hreouſneſs and peace may kiſs each other 5 and it may 
never more be ſaid amongſt us, 

Tantum Religio potuit, &C. 

Upon this account, I could not comply with 
common reaſon, if I did not diſclaim the Judg- 
ment of my own, or any Mans private Spirit ; nor 
with reaſon any thing improved above the common 
Standard, if I did not decline theirs alſo, that, notwith- 
ſtanding its more elegant and plauſible appearance, yet 
I thought evidently reſolved it (elf into it. 

But all this, 1 confeſs, is no more than the finding, 
or at leaſt miſtruſting the ground I ſtood upon fome- 
what unſure. I muſt look about for a firm ground, for 
from thence onely can I take my rife, for that Region 
for which I was born. And what ground more tirm 
than a Rock? WhatRock more unmoveable, than that 
Rock, upon which Chriſt built his Church , and has 
his Promiſe, who is, Yea and Amen, i. e. which never 
fails, that the Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail againſt 
her ? 

Now conſidering with my ſelf, that this Text, with 
many others, aſſures us, that Chriſt has but one Church, 
the Prophets of old, Himſelf, and his Apoſtles , affure 
us, there never was to be; nor eyer can be any more; 
for his Kingdom muſt admit of no Diviſion, or Compe: 
tetrix : And that this one Church ' has but one Faith, I 
could not but aſſure my ſelf, that the perpetual abide- 
ing of this one Church in this one Faith , was as evi- 
dently promiſed by our Saviour in this Text, as that the 

ates of Hell ſhould not prevail againſt it. Here I did 

mewhat- promiſe my elf, to find firm footing, if I 
could diſcover, by diligent and unbia(d ſearch, ſhe 
was from her Original the commiſſioned Interpreter of 
thoſe ſacred Writings, which abuſed evidently by pri- 
vate Spirits , (but now diſguſting me) were made the 
inſtrumengs of thoſs doubts and controverſies, ſo much 


perplexed 
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rplexed me, and ſo great a part of the Chriſtian 
| world beſide : diverting many from better employment, 
7 tothe making Objections ; and others, from the beſt of 
all, their Devotions , to the anſwering them. Till by 
a long courle of word-tighting, I ſaw I might have my 
1 choice of a hundred Faiths, but hardly knew where to 
find one grain of Charity ; which put me in mind of 
, St. Paul's lentence , Though I have all faith , ſo that I 1 Cor. 13. 2. 
could remove mountains, and have no charity, I am no- 
thing. X 
" again my reſerv'd Principles aſſured me, Chriſt 
had lefr a Church upon Earth , in which I might find 
both viſibly profeſt and exerciſed , and fo by conſe- 
quence, her ſelf viſible. An inviſible Church , being a 
meer Chimera, neither able to oblige, puniſh, or be 0- 
bey'd : the very term Inviſible calling my Intelle&uals 
into queſtion, if I ſhould but go about to look for it. 
Andyetfinding my elf in ſuch a ſtate, that I was 0- 
blig'd, by our Saviours precept, to tell her my grievan- 
ces, and adviſe with her upon his bleſſed aſſurance , He 
that heareth you heareth me : I will ſend the Comforter unto 
you, he ſhall lead you into all truth : I will be with you to the 
end of the world : 1 relolv'd to make my application to 
her, asto the Pillar and Ground of Truth : yet was much 
troubled by what directions to find her out. 
But I thought this would certainly be my ſureſt way, 
firſt toobtain (ifby any means I could) a true Notion or 
Definition of her : and could I have found fuch-a one 
amongſt my then Brethren , as could juſtly do what a 
Detinition ought to do, viz. to manifeſt the true nature 
and eſſence ot the thing, and cruly diſtinguiſh it from 
all others, I think I had made no farther inquiry. But 
finding all their Definicions ſuch, as, I thought, gave 
Hereticks and Schiſmaticks as good pretence and title 
to Memberſhip , as any other Chriſtians how ſound ſo- 
ever ; I wasconſtrained to inſpe& the Books of Catho- 7 
licks, amongſt which I found this: The Church of Chrij# $.N, Guide of 
is One ſociety or company of men link'd and combin'd together, Faith, p. 17»

in the ſame profeſſion of Chriſtian Faith , and uſe of Sa 
craments under lawful Paſtors theſe Paſtors alſo under one Su- 
pream Head-Paſtor,or Conſervator Pacis & veritatis: for 
there may be diſcords amongſt Paſtors alſo. This, me- 
thought, did very well agree with St. C pay who thus 
defines the Church:The Church «« an Aſſembly of People united 
to the Prieſt and the Flock adhering tothe Paſtor. Here I eaſily 
diſcern'd, how Hereticks and Schiſmaticks have been 
and may be apparently diſcriminated andexcluded from 
Chriſt's Church, and ſhe appear glorious without yo or 
wrinkle, or any ſuch thing... Here I found her deſcrib'd, 
as in Holy Writ, by the Emblems of a Ciry ; regularly 
govern'd by one Chief, and fo all at unity with it ſelf, 
every ſingle Perſon or Member, in what ſtate or degree 
ſoever, diſciplin'd and inſtructed what he has to do in 
his reſpe&tive place and ſtation. Of an Army ; go- 
vern'd by that Military Diſcipline, that requires ſubje- 
ion to that Generaliflimo its great King had placed o- 
ver it, during its ſtate-militant in its warfare for his 
Caule againſt his Enemies here below. Of a Body ; 
each Member in dne ſubje&ion to its viſible Head on 
Earth ;He allo in point of Government , ſubje& to his 
Inviſible Head inthe higheſt Heavens. And hereI could 
not but with ſome raviſhment cry out with the Pſalmiſt, 
Behold how good and how pleaſant a' thing it s , Breth- 
ren , thus to dwell together in unity. It « like the pre- 
cious Oyntment upon the Head , that ran down upon 
the Beard, even Aaron's Beard , that went down to the 
Skirts of his Garment : as the Dew of Hermon, that de- 

ſcended upom the Mountains of Zion , for there the 

Lord commanded the Bleſſmg , even Life for ever- 
more. 

This looks like sew%5 #546 , Heaven upon Earth : 
Heaven : where, in the Church Triumphant the Holy 
Jeſus, ſupream Head of that ever bleſſed part of his 
Church at preſent with him, ſits at the righthand of his

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Tg the ſame Praiſes, Holy , holy , holy , Lord God of 
Sabaoth , Heaven and Earth « full of thy Glory: Glory 
be to thee, O Lord moſt High. If Earthalſo , in the 
other part of his Church-Militant here fall in with its 
£unCdo or counterpart, all ſinging the ſame praiſes , all 
praying the ſame things, in a lawful Liturgy , for the 
unanimous agreement in the publick Worſhip of God: 
all niws Labis inthe precepts of Faith and Holineſs. Sa- 
craments one and the fame throughout the whole 
Church ; every one having the ſame mark , and ſealed 
with the ſame Seal tothe day of his Redemption, Ithink 
it will not be wonder'd at, if in a freſh ſurprize I cry 
out, O how good and pleaſant a thing, &c. 

Now that Chriſt's Church ſhould be ſuch an unani- 
mous Body, I was clearly convinc'd by that heavenly 
Repreſentation of it, A#s the 2. 5uolyuar 8& 5 mg dim 
all of one mind, and all at the ſame work : And farther 
confirm'd by St. Paul's frequent injunctions to his ſeveral 
Plantations, that they ſhould be all of one mind , and 
ou the ſamethings : that there be no diviſions among 

em; and by his calling Diviſions, Carnality ; and 
St. Fade's, Senſuality. This was confirmation abundant- 
ly ſufficient, but Ithought I could not be overſtocket, nor 
betired withthe contemplation of ſo raviſhing aBeauty : 
The Kings Daughter all glorious within. 

I followed (I muſt confe(s aloof off) her Companions, 
that followed Her ; and lifſen'd what they ſaid of her,

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the manner of old, and even from the time of the Apoſtles, 
in Gods Church , when any wicked Schiſm or Hereſy bath 
ſprung up, to call the Scholars and Followers by the names of 
the firſt Maſters of the ſame and chief Leaders. As of Mon- 
tanus the Montaniſts, of Novatus the Novatians , of A- 
rius the Arians ., of Pelagius the Pelagians, of Donatus 
the Donatiſts, of the Pope the Papiſts, &c. Now was 
not that &c. well placed ? I am ſure the Proteſtants 
have reaſon to ſay ſo, for they were in much danger of 
being brought in for a ſnack. I am ſure, it gave me 
ſome ſmall encouragement to betake my elf to that 
Communion , that was both Chriſtian and Catholic, 
Proteſtant I diſlik't upon the ſame reaſon this Author 
diſlik't Montaniſft, Novatian, &c. Chriſtian was too large, 
becauſe theſe, by his Confeflion, call'd themſelves lo, 
though condemned Hereticks, and at this day ſo dv 
Presbyterians, Anabaptiſts, Quakers, &'c.

Apoſto- 
lic, I ſaw lefs reaſon for their claim to that, and to 
give them their due, they were more modeſtthan much 
to inſiſt upon it. For how could they recount, as St. 
Aug. bids the Donatiſts their Teachers, even from Peter's 
See , unleſs. they can bring their Line of Succeflion 
through all his Succeſſors there-? A task ſo impoſlible, 
that the greateſt part of Proteſtants, wiz. of France, Hol- 
land, Scotland, Zurick, Geneva, Lauſanmma, &c. have 1o 
far declined it , that ſome of them have derived their 
calling from the temporal Magiltrate, and the outages

m ſome caſes defend ; ſome _ extraordinary voca- 
tion, and at this day, thoſe that come out of France 
with the Title of Miniſters , are not allowed to exer- 
ciſe their Miniſtery, before they receive the Orders of 
the Church of X : I think a plain Evidence, that 
the Orders they brought along with them, are not of 
that ſubſtance and validity true Orders ought to be ; 
and that no Ordination, except that of the Church of 
England, could impower them in England (which I 
take to be an interpretative Unchurching all other Pro- 
teſtant Churches abroad) to a& as Prie Nor that 
neither, but by vertue of the hands of thoſe Biſhops, 
that went before them , which they very much indea- 
your to prove, and fain would have confeſt, to be un- 
doubted Biſhops of the Church of Rome. 

And here, out of Reverence to the Church of Eng- 
land, which I ſhall always own the Author of my Bap- 
tiſm, and that Education which inabled me to make 
a farther inquiry ; I content my ſelf only with theſe 
ewo {mall obſervations.

Of the Converſion of Bread into the fleſh of the 
Meflias, _ read in the —— Haw 
darſan in P/. 136. v. 25. who g1 to , this 
is, ſays he, what is ſaid, Pl. 34. Taft and ſee good 
the Lord &, becauſe the Bread which he gives to all, 1s his 
'ebn fleſh, and while the bread is taſted it is turned into fleſh, 
and this ſhall be @ great wonder; and this of his fleſh: Con. 
cerning his Blood , *tis thus written in the Book Ae. 
chilta, And ye have done wickedly againſt the blood of the 
Innocent ; this is what is ſaid, and I ſhall ſee blood, which 
ſhall be ſeen by me ,- and not by others; and concerning 
both,  R. Cabana, 'manifeſtly declares upon Gen. 49. 11, 
Binding his Fole unto the Vine, and his Aſſes Colt unto the 
eboice Vine. He waſhed bis Gargifents in Wine , and his 
Cloths in the blood of Grape Eyes ſhall. be more red 
than Wine, and:his Teeth than milk : Theſe words, 
ſfav#he; Binding his-City to the Vine, for ſo the Rabbi 
reads'ir,” the word which ſignifies a City, ſignifying al- 

fo an As , diverſly pointed ſhew, that the Sacritice, 
which ſhall be made of Wine, ſhall not only be changed 
into the Blood of the Mefiias, but ſhall alſo be conver- 
ted into the ſ{ubſtance-of his Body. His Eyes ” be 
Ne redder 
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redder than Wine and his Teeth whiter than Milk,i. e.in the 
GKcrifice, which ſhall be made of Bread ; notwithſtand- 
ing that it is whiter than Milk, the ſubſtance ſhall. be 
tarned into the ſubſtance of the Body of theMeſlias,and 
in that Sacrifice ſhall be the ſubſtance of the Blood of 
the Meflias, red as Wine ; there will be alſo in the Sa- 
crifice of Wine, the Blood and Fleſh of Chriſt, and the 
fame will be in the Bread, becauſe the Body of the 
Mefſias cannot be divided , and reaſon requires as 
much.

Jor- 
turned back-agamnFt its nature, 

ro the head of its own Foumain. 
I: jt not clear, that the nature, he- 
ther of the waves of the Sea, or of 
River Comrſes, were chang'd? The 
People of our Fathers were . , Mo- 
les roucht the Rock ; and water 
flawed from it. Did not grace work 
above netwre, that: the Rock ſhould 
womit water , which it bad mot by 
nature ?

and is adored by Angels , this we 
taſt. And having in his Panegy- 
ric to Philogonius , intreated his 
flock to come to the tremendous 
ſight of our Lord from the Ex- 
ample of the Magi, who came 
to ſee him in the manger, he 
tells them, and us. This Table ſu 
plies the place of the Manger, fr 
even here ſhall lie the Body of our 
Lord, not wrapt in ſwadling Cloths, 
as then , but all over cloth'd with 
the Holy Spirit. Thoſe that are ini- 
tiated in theſe myſteries underſtand 
what things are ſaid ; and truly the 
Magi 4:4 nothing elſe but adore; but 
thou , if thou comeſt with a pure 
Conſcience , we will permit thee to 
take him ; with which well agrees 
what he ſays in Hom. 24. 1 Cor. 
This Body lying in the Manger, the 
Magi reverenced , ſeeing no ſuch 
thing as thou ſceſt : Thou doſt not 
ſee him in the Manger, but on the 
Altar.

of the Seraphims. Here the Mag- 
deburgenſes confels St. Chryſoſtome 
ſeems to confirm Tranſubſtantia- 
tion, and withal that Theodoret 
(of whom by and by) does ſa- 
vour of the ſame, to whom they 
reckon Ichius and Eucherius ; but 
to return to St. Chryſoſtome , in 
whoſe following expreffions 1 am 
convinc'd. 

That his and the ancient Fa- 
thers frequently calling it Tremen- 
dum Myſterium, a myitery to be 
trembled at (& thats aTitle above 
the virtue of ſigns and' figures to 
give) might make more impreſli- 
on inthe hearts of Chriſtians,than 
frequently it does when hetells us. 
Thou art ready to come to the Hoſt of 
Salvation, which even the Angels do 
behold with fear and terrour. And, 
The Lamb of God is Sacrificed, the 
Cherubims are preſent, and the Sera- 
phims flying about , covering their 


faces with their Wings, What ! 
meerly 
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*meerly at Bread and Wine, ſigns 
and figures. only ? no ſurely, for 
bethink thy ſelf with what honour 
thou art here graced , what table 
thou injoyeft, *we feed of that, and 
are united thereto, the which the An- 
gels beholding are afraid , and dare 
mot look upon, in regard of the illu- 
ftrions ſplendour thereof. And, the 
higher powers do aſſiſt , and wait 
hereupon, becauſe they behold the wir- 
tue of the things there placed, more 
than we do, and do admire the in- 
acceſſible ſplendour and brightneſs 
_—__ nd that theſe places of 
this Father are to be taken lite- 
rally, appears from his ſixth Book 
De Sacerdotio. Thus, he ſays,Then 
the Angels ſtgnd by the Prieſt, and 
all the Army of Heavenly Powers 
cry out, and the whole place about 
the Altar is fitted to the honour of 
him that lies there, &C. But I heard 
one relating , that a certain old wve- 
nerable man, to whom many myſte- 
ries had been before reveaPd, was 
wvouchſafed by God to be made wor- 
thy of a Viſion, and that during this 
time, he did ſee whole multitudes of 
Angels to deſcend ſuddenly down 
(as much as the ſight of man could 
endure) being clothed with ſhining 
Veſtments , and ſtanding round «- 
bout the Altar , and bowing down 
their heads, m ſuch ſort as if one 
ſhould behold Souldiers bearing them- 
ſelves in the preſence of their King. 
Now as I do think this will be 
queſtion'd 
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ueftion'd by leſs believing Chri- 
iatis, than St. Chryſoftome was, 
ſo I will never believe, that all 
this miniſtration and reverence of 
c__ was in the preſence only 
of ſigns and figures: and that An- 
gels Nd more worſhip them than

Gd” and we ought (with to 
whole Church of God, whether 
Triumphant in Heaven, Mili- 
tant on Earth, or Expectant in 
the place of reſerve, praying in 
perſect Charity to that bo of

_ theſe Myſteries , as this 
oly Father adviſes us. We I 
ſay for whom he could not be 
"contented only to become Man, 
but alfoto bring us into one Maſs 
with himſelf, and make us not 
by Faith alone, but in very deed 
his Body. And this is what he 
lays, that Chrifts Fleſh, by means 
of the Sacrament , is mingled 
with ours, not only by Charity, 
but in very deed, He explains 
how. Ie are united to the Body of 
Chriſt by the Euchariſt, as his Body 
was united to the Word by the In- 
carnation, IT am ſure that was 
truly, and really, and not figu- 
ratively in ſign and repreſentati- 
on.

Who there- 
fore us ſo juſt and Holy a Prieſt, as 
the only Son of God , who had no 
need of Sacrifice to purge hw ſins, 
whether Original or Attual * and 
what could be more congruouſly ta- 
ken by men, which may be offered 

or them , than humane fleſh? and 
what ſo apt for thus Sacrifice, as mor- 
tal fleſh? and what ſo clean for 
cleanſing the Vices of mortal men, as 
fleſh born from a Womb , from the 
Womb of a Virgin, without any con- 
ragion of carnal concupiſcence * and 
_ could ſo ſutably be offered and 
recerved, as the fleſh of our Sacrifice 
made the Body of our Prieſt ?

And now I am come up to the Council of Lateran, 
aſlembled under Imocent the Third , Anno 1215. in 
which were, the Patriarchs of Conſtantinople and Feru- 
ſalem in perſon, and the ſubſtitutes of the Patriarch of 
Antioch (himſelf being then ſick) and of the Patriarch 
of Alexandria, lying under the Saracen Yoke, Epiſcopus 
Atheradenſis of the firſt, and Germanws his Deacon tor 
the ſecond ; the whole Council conſiſting .of 412 Bi- 
ſhops, 70 Arch-Biſhops, 12 Abbots, 800 Priors. Here 
were alſo the Popes Legates, the Legates of the Empe- 
rours of the Eaſt and Weſt, the Orators of the Kings 
of France, Spain, England, Feruſalem and Cyprus ; fo that 
it may very well be accounted the moſt famous of all 
the European Councils.

And Ludolpbus Saxonius who was famous under Lodowic 
the Fourth, Amo 1430. in his ſecond Part of the Life 
of Chriſt, c. 56. Fol. 297. 4. Numbers up many won- 
derful things in this Sacrament. 1. That then is the 
Body of Chriſt in as great quantity, hc means intenſive, 
as was on the Croſs, -and as he is now in Heaven. 
2. That the accidents are there without the ſubje& of 
Bread and Wine. 3. That tlie Bread was ſo converted 
into the Body of Chriſt, that nevertheleſs neither the 
matter of the Body, nor even of the Soul is there. 
4. That the Body is not augmented from the Conle- 
crition of many Hoſts, and again it is not diminiſhe 
. by the taking of them. 5. That the ſame Body is 
conſecrated together in more places under all the Hoſts. 
6, That when the Hoſt is divided, the Body of Chriſt 
is not divided : but all Chriſt is under every part. From 
whence this breaking in the form of Bread, not in the 
Body of Chriſt, for all Chriſt is taken undivided, under 
which part ſoever ; as in a whole Looking-Glaſs, the 
whole and only ſhape appears wholy and in it when 
it is broken. 7. Becauſe the Hoſt is held in hands, and 
is ſeen with Eyes : but the Body of Chriſt is neither 
roucht with hands, nor ſeen with Eyes, only the ſpe- 
cies. 8, That ſeeing it is not Bread and Wine, yet the 
accidents have the ſame affecting power as formerly, 
as to ſatisfy the taſt, cc. 9g. That as ſoon as the ſpe- 
cies ceaſe to be, there alſo ceaſes the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt ; but Chriſt paſlgg from the mouth to the 
Heart, and the virtue and ſpiritual preſence only re- 
mains.

Firmiſſime credendum eft © nullatenus dubitandum integrum 
Chrifti corpus & ſanguinem tam ſub ſpecie panis quam ſub 
ſpecie wini weraciter contineri, We muſt firmly believe, 
and by no means doubt, that the whole Body of 
Chriſt, and his Blood , is truly contained under the 
ſpecies of Bread and Wine, 

The Council of Florence declared likewiſe the ſame, 
in the Articles of Inſtruction to the Facobines and Arme- * 
nians. By the Power of thoſe very words, the ſubſtance 
of Bread is turned into the Body of Chriſt, and the 
{ſubſtance of Wine into his Blood. Which Declaration, 
though made after the Departure of the Greeks (whom þ. 
the Turks Invaſion haſten'd away) yet was truly con- 
formable to their Do&rine. Nor had the Latine and 
Greek Church then any difference concerning the ſab- 
{tantial Converſion of the Elements into Chritts Body, 
but only by what words this mucatiors was effected. 
Biſhop Forbes , The modern Greeks, in their ſmall 
works, moſt plainly confeſs Tranſubſtantiation ; and 
the Queſtion in the Council of Florence, berween the 
Greeks and the Latines was not, as Chemmiius and many 
Proteſtants affirm , whether the Bread were ſubſtanti- 
ally chang'd into the Body of Chrift, but by what 
words that ineffable change was made, whether only 
by the words of ur Lord, or allo by the words of the 
Prieſt, -and the Prayers of the Church. And p. 442. 
He tells us, the Greeks at Venice, and all the reſt of 
the Greeks adore Chriſt in the Euchariſt ; and who 
dares acculc and condemn all theſe Chriſtians of Ido- 
latry * | 


r; Potter confeſſes, that the latter Greeks ſeem to P. 225 


agree with the Romaniſts in the Opinion of Tranſub- 
ſtantiation, and he quotes theſe Authors for it, Nicetas, 
Euthymius , Hieremias Patriarch of Conſtantinople, &c. 
Sir Edwin Sands confeſſeth the ſame, which appears al- 
ſo by the Treatiſe publiſhed by the Proteſtant Divines of 
Wittemberg, 
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Wittremberg, Anno 1584. Intituled As Theologorum Wit 
tembergenſium & FTeremia Patriarche Conſtantinop. &c. 
that the Greek Church at this day profeſſeth to believe 
Tranſubſtantiation, Sacrifice , the ſignifying Ceremo- 
nies of the Maſs, &c. Blondel confeſles the latter Greek 
Church to follow the Doctrine of the ſecond Council 
of Nice, and again this Council to follow the Dodtrine 
of Damaſcen. 

In the year 1639. was held a Council at Conftantine- 
» ple, by Cyril of Iberia, wherein was preſent the Patri- 
archs of Alexandria and Feruſalem, and 23 Biſhops. A- 
nother 1642. by Parthenius his Succeſſor, wherein were 
preſent 25 Biſhops, and amongſt them the Metropoli. 
tan of Muſcovy ; In the former of theſe Synods the tixth 
Anathema runs thus; Anathema to Cyril, who teacheth 
and believeth , that the Bread that is offered, and the 
Wine alſo, are not chang'd by the Benedi&tion of the 
Prieſt and operation of the Holy Ghoſt into the true 
Body and Blood of Chriſt ; the ſecond of theſe Coun- 
cils declares his Confeſſion Calviniſtical. 

Cariophilus Archiepiſc. Cognienſis , writes againſt the 
ſame Cyril, quoting tor Tranſubſtantiation, beſides the 
Fathers, ſeveral paſſages of the Greek Liturgies of St. 
Bafil and St. Chryſoſtome. Nicholas Spadarius, a Learned 
Aoldavian, declares the Docrine-of the Greek Church 
thus, Orientalis Eccleſia fic ftatuit, &c. The Eaſtern 
Church ſo.determines, We believe the Bread and Wine, 
by the words of our Lord , ſubſtantially and truly to 
be changd and tranſubſtantiated into the Body and 
Blood ; fo that after Conſecration the ſubſtance of 
Bread and Wine does not remain , but in the place of 
them the Body and Blood of Chriſt ſucceeds by the Di- 
vine operation and will, &c. We believe the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt in the Divine office ought to be adored 
with moſt true Latreutic Worſhip, as well internal as 
external. We believe the Oblation of the Myſtery to 
be the moſt true and proper Sacrifice of the New Te- 
ftament, by which God is made merciful to the living 
and 
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and to the dead. A little while after, he ſays, All the 
Sons of the Eaſtern Church, not only the Greeks, but 
alſo the Ruſſians, Muſcovites, Moldavians, Valachians, Ge- 
orgians, Memgrelians , Circaſſians, Arabians, and ſix hun- 
dred others (although the Ruſſians and other Nations 
do not uſe the Greek Language) with one mouth all 
firmly believe this Myſtery to be the Body and Blood 
of our Lord , and they receive it as the Body and 
Bloed of our Lord, with the higheſt reverence. 

Payſins Ligoridius A of Gaza, a Greek of 
the Order of St. Baſil, in a Treatiſe written by him 
r666, at the ſolicitation of the Swediſh Reſident, a Lu- 
theran in Moſcho, lays, We confeſs and believe , That the 
Bread and Wine upon the Altar, by a certain hidden and in- 
expreſyble power , is chang'd moſt truly into the Body and 
Blood of Chriſt, &&c. as the Holy Fathers of the Eaſters 
Church are accuſtomed to ſpeak. x, in, after the de end- 
ing of the new word w]wivns , he goes on, This mani- 
feſtly appears, that we no way admit Impanation, heard and 
preacht m this our Iron Age only, nor do we imbrace ſymboli- 
cal figure and typical repreſentation 3 but we, as well Graci- 
ans as the Latins, do _ with one Soul a Real Tranſub- 

antiation : Let no Body therefore diſdain to hold and 
believe what all Spain, France, Pannonia, Sarmatia, the 
Germans, e/£thiopians,-firmly believe and hold ; becauſe 
this Univerſal conſent is very prevalent, and exceeding- 
ly out-weighs the reſt : and then concerning Cyril Lu-$ 
cars Confeflion (ſuppoſe it was his, but I grant it not) 
he anſwers, That one is as good as none, and that he 
ſemed to be a Follower of the Traytor Fudas. 

The Neophytus Magnus Vicarius Patriarche Macarii An- 
3iocheni, being askt his Opinion concerning the Eucha- 
riſt, and ſome other points, by the Frexch Conful then 
at Aleppo, 1668. lays, We ought to profeſs the moſt holy Sa- 
crament of the Euchariſt, to be the true Body and Blood of 
Chriſt ſubſtantially, and this 7 wvertue of Divine Conſecra- 
tion. For this Divine Conſecration converts the ſub- 
ftance of Bread into the —_— of the Body, &c. nor

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is it decent to inquire, How ? as it is not decent to in- 
quire how Chriſt turned Water into Wine in Cans of 
Galilee, and therefore we ought to adore Chriſt in the 
Holy Sacrament of the Euchariſt , and the Sacrament 
it felf, becauſe it is Chriſt himſelf 

Andreas Patriarch of the Syrians, and ſome other Bi. 
ſhops and Prieſts at Aleppo, 1668. Profels to the fame 
Conſul, x. That Bread and Wine is chang'd, converted, 
or Tranſubſtantiated (which is the ſame thing) really 
and ſubſtantially into the true Body and Blood of Chriſt 
by the force of Divine Conſecration. 2. That Chriſt 
reſiding truly in the Euchariſt, ought to be adored with 
the worſhip of Latria, and that he is ſo adored by all 
the faithful of their Church. 4. That in their ſacred 
Liturgy, a Sacrifice, truly and properly ſo called, is 
offered. to God propitiatory for the living and the 


Nicephorus the Metropolitan of Cyprus, and a Synod of 
other Biſhops and Clergy, aſſembled with ho Lew 
coſia, the Metropolis, fay the like things of Tranſub. 
ſtantiation, and that it is the Orthodox Faith of the Ea- 
ſtern Church , and that it is defended by the Sees of 
the Patriarchs of Conſtantinople, Alexandria, Antioch and 
Feruſalem ; and that the reſt of the Nations in Commu- 
nion with them, viz. the large Empire of the Aduſcs-. 
wvites, Ruſſians, Bulgaria, Servia, Myſia, Epire, Arabia, 
Y#277t, &c. profels the ſame. 

Uſcanns art Armenian reſiding in Amſfeerdam, ſent thi- 
ther by the Patriarch of Armenia , for the Printing of 
ſeveral Books for the uſe of thoſe Churches, who allo 
exhibited a Copy of their Liturgy confirming his Teſti- 
mony, affirms ſuch a Preſence of Chrifts Body and 
Blood in the Euchariſt, that it is no longer Bread and 
Wine ; _ with the Teſtimony of other Ar-. 
menian Biſhops and- Prieſts abiding at Aleppo, for the 


ſame Preſence ; as alſo the Adoration of Chrilts qa 
ia the Eucharift, with the worſhip of Latria, as well 
internal as external ; and that it is a_ Sacrifice —_ 

or 
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for the remiſſion of the ſins, as well of the living, as 
alſo of the dead. 

A Catechiſm made by a prime Officer in the 
Church of Conſtantinople , Licensd and dedicated to 
che Biſhops and Clergy of the Oriental Churches, 
printed at Venice, 1635. names and determines ex- 
preſly for Tranſubſtantiation, and the remaining after 
Conſecration of only the Accidents of Bread and 
Wine, maintaining allo the ſame Body in many places 
at OnCce. . 

A Confeſſion of Faith from the Orthodox Oriental 
Church, with the approbation and authorizing before 
it, of the four Patriarchs and other Biſhops of che Ori- 
ental Church, 1643. lays, that aſter the words of the 
Invocation of the Holy Spirit, immediately is made 
_ iheriwng, a Tranſubſtantiation; and the Bread 1s cg 

into the true Body of Jeſus Chrift , and the Wine 
into his Blood , the appearances of Bread and Wine, 
by the Divine Oeconomy , ſtill remaining. And 
that the honour we are to render to theſe terrible my- 
_ ought to be the ſame as to Jeſus Chriſt him- 
elf. 

Methodins the Diſpoſſels'd Patriarch of Conſtantinople, 
at the requeſt of the French Embafſadour, livers to 
him a Confeſſion of the Faith of the Greek Church, con- 
raining, 'for the Euchariſt, the ſame thin as are ig the 
Pp t of the Orthodox Oriental Churches, only 
not naming the word wt]. 

The Patriarch of the Armenians, happening to be 
at Conſtantinople , was conſulted in this matter by the 
French Embaſſadour , who ſays, Although we believe 
there #s but one Nature in Fel Chriſt , nevertheleſs it 
follows not here, that the Humanity is deſtroy'd , and that 
Feſws Chriſt hath no Body. But we believe , that the 
ſame Body of Feſws Chriſt , that was Crucified, *that « 
aſcended irito Heaven , and ſits at the right hand of the 
Father, s preſent really , though invviſibly , in the Eucha- 
riſt, under the ſpecies "ag appearances of m_ 
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and Wine, which only remain, becauſe the Bread and' WWine 
are ſo changed into the True Body and True Blood of Chriſe., 
that the ſuc of them remain no more, but only the Acci- 
dents ; for this we adore alſo Teſus Chriſt in the Eucha- 
rift. This is the Doctrine of the Church Catholick, this 
the Foundation of our Joy. and Glory, &s. - 

The Declaration of the Neforian Metropolitan, ſigned 
by himſelf, and ſeveral of his Clergy, concordeth with 
the forecited. For theſe and more R. H. in his Ratio- 
nal Account, tells us, we are bcholding to Mr..Arnaxld 
2 Sorbon Door, and - that we have theſe Authors and 
Liturgies diligently quoted and diſcufled by Monſieur 
Novet de Ia preſence de Feſu Chriſt dans le ky Ar Sacra- 
ment [. 4. c. 2. and by Monfieur Arnauld in his Reply 
to Claude, I,2,& 3, To which Authors are added in 
Monſieur Arnaulds two Replies to Claude, . many evident 
and irrefragable Teftimonies obtained by the Agents of 
Princes Relident in_ thoſe parts, from many eminent 
Prelates and other Perſons, and alſo Synods of the Pre- 
ſent Eaſtern Churches. Which Teſtimonies as to this 
and ſome other Controverſies, declage them.. perfe&ly 
agreeing with the Dodrine of the Roman Church, as 
well as with the former Greek Authors; who have 
heretofore publiſhed, the Grecian Nodtrine in their, Wri- 


"Faſt 7, We read in the preſent form of. the Greek 
Maſs, dive che Prieſt after Conſeccation, and before he 
takes'the Holy Bread ro communicate. himſelf with, 
Adores it, and ſaith, Atrende Domine, &c. Hear, O Lord 
TFeſws Chriſt, and come down from thy Holy Habitation to 
ſantify us : thou who dwelleſt im the Higheſt, . together with 
thy Father , and. art converſant together with us inviſibly, 
apd vouchſafeſt with thy powerful band. to impart to ws thy 
immaculate Body and ones Blood, and by us to thy whole 
People, To whom alſo the Prieſt had faid before, For 


thou art be.who offers and art offered, that takeſt-and art dis 
ftributed, O Chriſt our Lord, Then the Prieſt adores a-

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Sinner; . attd all the People adore with him. Then he: 
takes the Holy Bread, and makes the Elevation of it, 
yet whole and entire, ſaying, San#a San##s, Holy things 
zo the Holy : and the Quire anſwers with relation to it, 

et one and intire Unus Sanus, &c. One holy, one Lord 
Wiki Chriſt. Then the Prieſt breaks it into four pieces 
and faith, The Lamb of God is. broken ; who is brokew and 
not diminiſhed , who 1s ahways eaten, and not conſumed ; 
but. ſanttifies thoſe who are Partakers of him. So taking a 
pjece thereof in his hand, he faith, O Lord, I believe and 
confeſs, that thou art the Chriſt , wouchſafe to enter into the 
Manger of my unreaſonable Soul, and my defiled Body, and 
make me partaker of thy moſt holy Body and Blood : And 
when he calls the Deacon to Communicate with him z 
The Deacon coming, Adores the Body, and again the 
Blood, ſaying, Behold I come to the Immortal King, &C. 
The People alſo adore and Bleſs, and Extol Jefus, who 
is underſtood in theſe ſancified gifts as God ; and the 
People fay, Bleſſed is he that cometh in the Name of the 
Lord. Thes we have ſeen, how the Ancient Fathers 

and DoRors-of Chriſt's Church, in all Ages, have writ: 
ten of the Eucharift, in ſuch ſublime expreflions , as if 
their ſayings be taken in their literal ſenſe (and what 
but the private Spirit can put any other upon them?) 
they then unqueſtionably ſpeak clearly the Catholick 
Dodrine of the Real Preſence and Tranſubſtantiation : 
not any one of them giving any the leaſt caution or in- 
ſinuation, that-either their own ſayings, or any of the 
reſt of them, were not to be taken licerally ; or that 
they were hyperbolically ſpoken, or were Rhetorical 
amplifications. To ſay they were forgetfal, in a point 
ſo highly concerning the Faith and Practice of all Chri- 
ſtians, who were ſo punctual and expreſs in matters of 
lefler Conſequence, were to accuſe them, not only of 
Zeal without Knowledge, but without Care or Honeſty 
toward the Souls , not only committed to their own 
charge, but all others to the end of the World. And

minately to leave behind them , ſuch ſublimated and 
dark ſayings,as ſhould not only make this great myſtery 
the Bone of Diviſion , but in them contribute to the 
ſowing thoſe Seeds of Idolatry that might bring forth ſo 
lenciful a Crop in future Ages as is confeft, if Chriſt 
not as really there, as theſe Fathers ſay he is, the 
whole Catholick World is over-run with. But what 
Chriſtian can be ſo void of ſenſe, as to accuſe ſo many 
Fathers of thoſe purer Ages , with ſo Heatheniſh and 
Helliſh an Impiety ? Impudent Children ! Nay, {6 fac 
were they from giving any ſuch caution for the ſenſe. 
ing of their words, or our Saviours , Hoc eff corpus me. 
ww, that ſome of them , have given expreſs caution, 
int blank , to the contrary , as St. Cyril, St. Chryſo- 
vey &c. and particularly St. Hilary, Non eff humano 
aut ſeculi ſenſu, &c. We are not taſpeak in an Humane 
or ſecular ſenſe, of the things concerning God, neither 
through a violent or impudent form of Speech, any 
perverſity of a ſtrange and wicked conftruttion is to be 
extorted from the wholeſomnels of thoſe Heavenly ſay- 
ings. Yet for all this, I can allow, that ſome of che 
Fathers of jo firſt __ or ſix _— ws call che 
Euchariſt a Sign, an Antitype, a Symbol, a Repreſen- 
cation, a Fi - in as literal a ſents, as can ge 
realon (confidering how expreſs and full Themſelves 
and the reſt of them are for a Subſtantial Preſence &lſe- 
where) be interpreted': for, though this Sacrifice be 
offered now -y" the Altar , yet it repreſenteth che 
Body of Chriſt; dying upon the Croſs then: and is now 
done in remembrance of him , and to ſhew the Lords 
Death until he come. His whole Crucifixion being ſig- . 
nificd, 4.e. repreſented in it , not in the ſame bloody 
manner, for he dyed ſo once for all: But as St. Aug. 
lays, ſecundum quendem modum , and in fo ſignificant a 
fimilitude and likeneſs, that thoſe that are initiated 2 
| thele 
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theſe myſteries underſtand it ſays St. Chry/of ore ; and 
Chriſtian and faithful People hear and embrace theſe 
things and follow him, who ſaith, unleſs you ſhall cat 
my Fleſh and dr ink my Blood 3 Oc. ſays Clemens Alex- 
andrinmus. 

And what if he ſometimes alſo called Bread after

And now (though it be but an Outwork) yet I can- 
not but account it ſome kind of Fortification, to have 
the Teſtimonies even of Enemies acknowledge many 
of theſe Allegations, to ſpeak the thing for which they 
are alledg'd.

bly and inviſibly ſacrificed up ? and Whitaker joins 
with him. To Heſpinianus, charging St. Cyril thus, Qyod Cong Dareun:

rated, or atleaſt renewed Sacrifice, &c. for they have 
imitated more neerly the Jewiſh manner of Sacrificin 
than either Chriſt ordained, or the Goſpel could well 
Taſtit. 1. 4. &. fuffer. And, Solenne eff Nebulonibus iſtis, 8c. It is an ac- 
18, cuſtomed manner with theſe Knaves (O my Shoulder!) 
De vera Eccltſ. to ſcrape together whatſoever they find in reading the 
_—_ Fathers. Therefore when they obje& , that the place 
of AMalachy is expounded by Ireeus, of the Sacrifice of 
the Maſs, and the Offering of Melehiſedec is in like 
manner ſo interpreted by Athanaſins, Ambroſe, Auguſtine, 
- Arnobins, T anſwer in few words, that the ſame Wri- 
ters do alſo in other places underſtand ,. by Bread the 
Body of Chriſt, but ſo ridiculouſly, as both Reaſon and 
Truth compel us to diſſent from them, 

And now, what may not this Great Judge do with 
his'Grand Ignoramas Jury the Centuriſts , tor by theſe 
no fewer than nine of the moſt Eminent Fathers are 
convicted of one errour or another, as they are pleaſed 
to account them inthe Sacrament, wiz. St. Jenatias, St, 
Irenaus, Tertullian , St. Cyprian, St. Ambroſe, St. Greg, 
Nazianz. Euſebius Emiſſenus,St. Auguſtine, St. Chryſoſtome 3 
and particularly Euſebius Emiſſenus, St. Chryſoſtome, and 
St. Ambroſe , of favouring Tranſubſtantiationz and 
though , I know it will be objected, that ſome others 
of the Fathers do not ſpeak ſo clear and home, as theſe 
and St. Cyril of Feruſalem do ; yet I ſhall think it a very 
great boldneſs in any one, who ſhall fay they were not 
all of one and the ſame Faith, and did not believe one 
and the ſame-thing. 

I know 
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T know it is hard, for fleſh and blood to relinquiſh 

ſenſe, and m_ intercourſe and commerce with her 

underſtanding : I know allo, that Hereticks in all Ages, 

have fled to her for Sanftuary, which has ſtill put me 

in mind of St. Fudes calling Divifion Senluality. A plain 

evidence of it is, That as to the Sacrament, they 

thought that Gods Omnipotency does formally conſiſt, 

in creating a new ſignification to a thing, that is; the 

hanging a Buſh at the Door : whereas all good Chriſti- 

ans, till Sacramentary's ſprung up, thought it conſiſted 

in making a thing, or converting a thing already made, 

into a Real and Subſtantial thing. Man may eaſily 

make any thing ſignify any thing, as the figure 5 or 6, 

duch or ſuch a room in a Tavern, or as Helogabalus his Zlius Law 

painted Junkets. But *tis Gods Omnipotency only, that ?/i4: 

can make them truly be , what he bids them be, and 

lays, they are a Banquet of fat things, a Feaſt of Wines E{. 25. 5. 

on the Lees, of fat things full of Marrow, of Wines on 

the Lees well refin'd, hidden Manna, the Bread of An- 

gels, his Body and Blood. 
Inſtead of fuch glorious Titles, have we not all lived 

to ſee, that of St. Paul too much verified, Evil Men and 

Seducers grow worle and worle? from that unhappily 

fruitful Womb of Separation, which gave leave to every 

one to coin his own Faith, ſprang the Denyal of Chrilts 

real and ſubſtantial Preſence, and the making the Ele- 

ments bare ſigns and figures : From theſe a Generation 

worle than them, that make them meer Cyphers. Na 

our Book of Statutes tells us, of a Generation wer 

than theſe, and ſharply reprehends them, that in their 

Sermons, Preachings, Readings, Talks, Rhymes, Songs, 

Playes or Geſtures (here's Liberty of Propheſying tor 

you) call the Bleſſed Euchariſt by ſuch vile and un- 

ſeemly Titles, as Chriſtian Ears muſt abhor to hear re- 

hears'd ; and therefore I forbear them, and may with 

leſs exception liſſen to St. Paſchaſins, who tells us, that De Corp. Dow, 

a certain Godly Prieſt prayed devoutly to God, that & 14: 

he would vouchſafe to let _ ſee, that Body, _ 
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he did verily believe did ly under the forms of Bread 
and Wine, and that at length he obtained his deſire, 
and ſaw the Body of our Saviour in' the ſhape of a 


Vita Bern, 1,2, young Child. Or to St. Bernard: bringing the Bleſſed 
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crament, and holding it over the Head of a Woman

fefſed with a Devil, upon which the Devil forfook 


Vite Malach. _ Or to St. Bernards own report , That a Clergy 


man, denying the Body of Chriſt to be really in the 
Sacrament, was oftentimes admoniſhed by Malachias, 
but he not acknowledging his Hereſy, Malachras prayed 
to Godin theſes words. Le? the Lord make thee confeſs the 
truth whether thou wilt or w. To which words the He. 
retick ſaid Amen. Whereupon he was preſently taken 
with a mortal Diſeaſe, acknowledged his Herely, was 
reconciled to the Church, and dyed. - If my Reader 
will but pleaſe to beſtow a reſpeful Eye upon theſe 
few Miracles, for their Reporters ſake, who I make no 
queſtion are doing charitable offices for him, and all of 
us in Heaven, Ile neither tempt nor trouble him with 
any more ; and after a few lines, ſet him at liberty 
for better imployment. 

As before: I gave moſt attention to thoſe of my Bre- 
thren that had moſt reverence for Church Authority, 
ſo now I laid my Ear very cloſe to them (for I found 
at laſt ſome amongſt them) that ſpoke moſt reverently 
of this tremendous myſtery ; and withal ſo ſublimely, 
that methought they came very near the matter, wv:z. 
Tranſubſtantiation, and the rather did T lifſen to them, 
becauſe they were the: moſt Learned, and Men greatly 
moderate. 

And 1. That learned. and moderate Prelate Biſhop 
Ferbes : Many Proteſtants, ſays he, do wery dangerouſly, 
and too boldly deny, that God is able (dangerouſly and boldly 
mdeed) to convert the Bread ſubſtantially into the Body of 
our Lord, for the Ommipotent God can do many things abeve 
the apprehenſion of Men , nay of Angels, All agree that 
that cannot be done, that implies a contradiction, but 
becaulc. it evidently appears to-no man, in __— 
what. 
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what is the eſſence of every thing, and in like manner 
what implies and what does not imply a Contradidtior, 
it is truly a piece of great raſhneſs, by reaſon of the 
weakneſs of our dark underſtandings , to preſcribe 
bounds and limits to Gods Power, and ruggedly, 5. e. 
impudently to deny , his Omnipotence can do this or 
that. And certainly there are not a few things, 5. e. P. 395» 
there are many things, which we all believe, which 

if humane realon be conſulted withal, ſeem to be no- 

thing leſs impoſlible, and as manifeſtly to imply a con- 
tradiction as Tranſubſtantiation it ſelf; and he inſtan- 

ces in the Doctrine of the Reſurre&ion of the ſame 
numerical Body. 

2. Dr. Tay/or pronounces Anathema to thoſe who do Real Preſ: p 
not confeſs the Euchariſt to be the fleſh of our Saviour, 2*#- 
which fleſh ſuffered for us ; and expounds ſpiritual Pre- 
ſence , only to exclude corporal and natural manner. 

' Sure he muſt mean the excluſion of thoſe properties 
which uſually accompany nature or the thing, for he 
ſays, when the word Real Preſence is denied by ſome P-+ 12- 
Proteſtants, it is taken for Natural Preſence , and not 

for preſence in rei weritate; and thus mechought he 

ſpoke as Catholickly as any Catholick I ever met 

withal. 

3- Biſhop Andrews ſays, We are agreed concerning Rf. ad Apol. 
the obje&, our difference is concerning the manner, . ] 3% 61 #18 
fay we believe the true Preſence no lels than you. We 
raſhly define nothing concerning the manner of the Pre- 
ſence no mae than in the Incarnatior of Chrifts man- 
ner, and no leſs than you. O, thought I, let there be 
no ſtrife about ſo poor a matter between me and thee, 
for we are Brethren ; and wherefore ſhould the World, 
ſays Mr. Hooker, continue ſtill diſtrated and rent with 
ſo manifold contentions, when there remaineth. now 
no Controverly , ſave only about the ſubjet where 
Chrilt is ? 

Thus I came to ſome aſfurance, that this miraculous 
Converſion may be made, and if ſo, why a not

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believe ſo Great an Authority, as the Catholic Church, 
the Authority of the whole World, who fays, it is{o? 
For by theſe conceflions, two whole Brigades at leaſt, 
of Objeftions, were-utterly routed at once ; one of im- 
poflibilities , another of contradiftions , I may add 
another of ſenſes and natural reaſons. Nay Dr. Taylor 
ſays, Let it but appear that God hath affirmed Tran- 
ſubftantiation , and for his part he would burn all his 
Arguments againſt it; and ſo what's become of the 
whole Army ? For I cannot conceive, how his Son 
(and that's all one) .could affirm ir more expreſly than 
to ſay, Thus «« my Body. _ perhaps there will be one 
little already ſhatterd Troop lett of private Spirits ſenſe- 
ing our Saviours five little words, and ſome few ſcraps 
of Ancient Fathers ; but theſe can never keep the Field, 
and if they will lye in the- Woods by day, and break 
out into Highways by night, to murder unwary and 
unfortify'd Souls, we muſt leave 'them with the Spirits 
of Darkneſs, till the Father of Light, ſhall out of his 
Infinite Love and Goodneſs, make them alſo Children 
of Light.
